A PLACE OF THE DEAD. 


fhe New York Morgue—A Grim and 
Ghastly Subject tor Artist and Auther. 


**He was found in the East River.”’ 

“How did he get there?”’ 

‘‘Who knows?’ said the keeper cf the 
morgue, shaking his head as he turned 
away from the unfortunate piece of clay 
that had been the subject of our conver- 
sation. 

The question that has no answer could 
be spoken over many a pine box with its 
grewsome contents lying in the city 
morgue. There will probably never be 
an answer in the case alluded to, for the 
body bore no marks by which it could be 
identified, and the tide may have carried 
it a strange journey to the spot where it 
was found. The owner had been a poor 
man,to judge by appearances, and, very 
likely, finding himself without work, he 
went duwn to the river, and from there he 
will go to the Potter’s Field by way ofthe 
morgue and that will be the end. 

Christmas time is generally prolific in 
suicides, for then the man without ahome 
and the woman who dares not return to 
the home that waits for her find the con- 
trast sharper. The cold, too, increases, 
and a long winter stares the unfortunate 
in the face. Sothetemporary resting place 
for the unclaimed dead receives many of , 
such at the Christmas season. Accidental | 
deaths, especially drowniug, are far more 
commoninsummer. The fruitful cause 
is liquor. The inebriate goes to the pier, 
falis asleep en its edge, rolls off, and the 
river overwhelms him before hecan regain 
his senses. : 

The morgue itself is a rectangular 
structure built over the water in the fash- 
ion ofa bathhouse. Itisat the east end 
of Twenty-sixth street, and behind it are 
the extensive buildings of the Bellevue 
Hospital. All the unclaimed dead of the 
city gotothis morgue, whether they die 
in the hospitals, upon the streets, in the 
parks or in one of the two rivers that run 
down on the east and west. About 7,000 
is the number per year, and a good pro- 
portion of them are entered in the list of 
“drowned,” A human being may come 
to his death by drowning in more ways 
than one,as the First Grave Digger in 
“Hamlet” takes some pains to explain, 
and of those whocome to the morgue it 
is hard to say whether they sought death 
or were betrayed to it by accident or a 
crime. They are found by the harbor 
police or by some boatman, and in a con- 
siderable proportion of cases that is all 
that isever known. The mystery which 
surrounds these deaths becomes doubly 
interesting when one reflects that the two 
rivers do not always render a just account. 
The ocean takes takes many a body 
and leaves no room. The number 
of deaths from. drowning that are 
never explained, certainly that remain 
absolutely unknown, must be a startling 
sum. 

New York has no particular ‘‘jumping 
off place,’’ or spots to which suicides regu- 
larly go. Each of the piers comes in for 
its share; the Battery has its patronage,

’ _ CIGARETTE PAPERS. * 


What the Boy-Killer Is Wrapped in. 


Paper for cigarettes is made from cot- 
ton and linen and from rice straw, and is 
largely of forei-n manufacture. Cotton 
paper is used in the cheapest cnd most 
poisonous grades of cigarettes, and is co 
cheap that the wrappers for a thousand 
cotton paper cigarettes cost only two 
cents. Rice paper is the choicest and 
most cost! y. 

Tobacconized paper is mado by satura- 
ting paper with an infusion of tobacco 
and pressing it in such a way as to pro. 
duce an imitation of the veins of the 
tobacco leaf. Some use has been made of 
the fibre of the stalks of the tobacco plant 
in producing a paper for all-tobacco 
cigarettes. 


The lim: and other substances used in 
bleaching cotton and other ra~s for cigar- 
ette papers have = very harmful in4duence 
upon the membr-=e of tho throat and 
nose. Arsenical prevarations are also 
used in L.exchinz c'sarette papers and
